Joseph, unto the well beloved 
*KH*® auhom I truly love. 

‘My Dear Brother, 

{[T is impossible for me to de- 
scribe the ardent desire I have to 
see you and the brethren. I never 
felt so before when absent frem 
them, nor can I account for it, 
unless it is because I expect to be 
absent so long. I am almost con- 
stantly thinking of you, and I 
think I sometimes pray for you, 
and I believe the brethren do for 
me, for I feel very happy in my 
mind, and within a few days past 
I have felt an unusual solemnity 
and peace, and one thing I cannot 
account for, I feel often times as 
though I should burst into tears 
and cannot tell for what. I feel it 
now whilst I am writing, and I 
should rejoice to join with you to 
sing, ** In hopes of that immortal 
crown,” &c. and also ‘ From 
whence coth this union arise,’’— 
but as I am denied this happiness, 
I will stop writing, and sit alope 
and sing ‘ While here on earth I 
stay, I’ll hope for that glad day,”

&c. O my brother, you are insen- 
sible of the privileges yon enjoy, 
aud I really hope that you and I 
and a!l the brethren will improve 
them more to the glory of God, 
and the good of each other than 
weever yet have done. Here they 
are so anxious to hear the gospel, 
that they come Sand some 4 miles 
in a cold evening through deep 
snows to hear the word. This 
ought to arouse those of our breth- 
ren ia Portsmouth, whe are ecarcely 
seen to mecting, for months togeth- 
er, except on Lord’s Day, and once 
ina while on Saturday evening, 
and some who are never geen on 
conference day, are geweraliy seen 
on any public day wher. nothing 
but a worldly show, pomp and 
parade are to be seen, and who 
spend a great deal of time idly and 
unprofitably in many other ways. 
These things may appear small te 
many, and some may blame me for 
mentioning them ; but let me tell 
you, that it is on this account, with 
other things connected with it, 
that the love of many waxes cold, 
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watching and praying is laid aside, 
brotherly love is lost ; and a care- 
less, stupid indifference follows— 
thus by getting owr mind on the 
world and world things, we loose 
our concern for the cause of Christ, 
the good of our brethren, and the 
welfare of sinners, and our own 
peace and happiness also. Tell 
my brethren, that thotgh they 
may consider this a sharp reproof, 
yet it comes from one that really 
loves them, whose greatest joy it 
would be to see them walking in 
the truth. The rule we profess to 
walk by, tells us to ‘be diligent 
in business ; fervent in spirit, serv- 
ing the Lord.’? What evidence 
do those brethren of the above 
description give, that they are the 
followers of the King of Glory ?—— 
that they are running a heavenly 
race, for an incorruptible crown ? 
what evidence have they that their 
treasure is in heaven, while their 
hearts and conversation is in the 
world ?——how can they say that 
the cause of Christ is more precious 
than any thing else, when they will 
neglect it to attend to some world. 
ly amusement ?—what evidence 
have they that they love the 
brethren while they prefer the 
company of the world? These 
things look weighty to me, and I 
hope they will be considered so by 
you and them; and that they may 
make a deeper impression on your 
minds, [ shall here subjoin some 
passages of scripture delivered by 
Christ and the apostles ; for ** all 
scripture given by inspiration of 
God, is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, and for in- 
struction in righteousness.’’~*And 
he said untothem all, ifany man 
will come after me, let him deny 
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himself, and take up his cross daily 

and follow me.’”? Deny himself 
of what? Of every thing contrary 
to sound doctrine, contrary to god. 
liness, to holiness, whatever is unne- 
ceasary,uoprofitable or superfluous, 
How often must we deny ourselves? 
not only once or twice when we 
make a profession of religion ; be- 
ing baptized, <c, but we must do 
it daily, as long as we live. _Thie 
running well for a while will not 
do. We must continue to the end 
if we expect to be saved. Blessed 
be the Lcrd we found the comfort 
init then, and I believe we shall 
find the same now if we continue 
to deny ourselves and follow after 
Christ. What is meant by fol. 
lowing Christ ? Peter has answered 
the question, where he says * be- 
cause Christ hath suffered for us 
leaving us an example that we 
stould follow his steps, who did 
no sin neither was guile found in 
his mouth-—who when he was re- 
viled, reviled not again, when he 
suffered he threatened not; but 
committed himself to him that 
judgeth rightecusly. John 1. 6. 
‘*He that saith he abideth tn him 
ought also to walk even as he 
walked’’—** he was holy, harmless, 
undefied and separate from sinners 
and went about doing good.’’— 
His heart glowed with love to his 
Father ; it waa his meat and drink 
to do his will, even in the most 
painful and self denying Instances. 
He was meek and lowly, kied and 
benevolent, just, merciful, charita~ 
ble and compassionate ; how ex- 
cellent and worthy of notice is 
Paul’s exhortation in Pinl. ui. 5. 
*¢ Let this mind be in you which 
was also in Christ Jesus.’’ ‘To be 
a christian, is to be like Christ, it 
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is to be a follower and imitator of 
him ; to be possessed of his spirit 
and temper, to live as he lived, te 
walk as he walked in this world, 
to have our words and actions cor- 
respond withthe divine rule ; and 
unless we know something of this, 
both iu heart and practice, we have 
no evidence that we belong to his 
kingdom. ‘To conclude this sub. 
ject, I would say as Paul did on an- 
other occasion, Heb. viii, 1. **Now 
of the chings which we have spok. 
en this isthe sum; We have an 
high priest who is eet on the rigist 
hand of the throne of the Majesty 
ii the heavens’’—him we proiess 
to love and follow, his life our ex- 
ample, his word our rule,-his spirit 
our comforter and instructor 3 cav- 
ed by his grace, cleansed by his 
blood, baptized in his name and ex- 
pecting toreign with him forever 
in glory. Therefore while we pro- 
fess such great things and look for 
such glorious things, what manner 
of persons ought we to be in all 
holy conversation and eli 
But if we are what we profess t 
be, why do we bear so little of ihe 
fruits of the spirit? ‘ Where is 
that ardent devotion, that pure love 
te God, that zeal for his glory, 
that cheerfulness and delight in his 
service, that resignation to his will, 
that generous benevolence to man- 
kind, that zeal to promote their 
best interests, that meekness and 
forbearance under ill usage, that 
unwearied activity in doing good 
to all, that self denial and heavenly 
mindedness which shone so conspic- 
uous in Christ, whose holy name 
we bear,’”? and whose example we 
oxght to follow? Alas! when we 
compare the conduct and conver- 
sation of many professors with the 


example and doctrine of Christ and 
the apostles, they appear to be 
wanting inalmost every thingthat ie 
essential to the real humble follow- 
ers of Christ. I say the truth in 
Christ, I lie not, my conscience also 
bears me witness, that I have great 
heaviness and much sorrow in my 
heart fer some who have professed 
religion, and call themselves chris- 
tians, and say they are beund te 
the bright world of glory, and ex- 
pect shortly to receive an immortal 
crown of everiasting life; yet the 
solemn commands of the everlast- 
ing God, the love of a Saviour, 
the warnings, exhortations and en- 
treaties of their brethren, are not 
sufficient to restrain them from 
their sinful pleasures. The charms 
of the king of glory, the peace and 
happiness of his kingdom, the un- 
bounded riches and unfading treas- 
ures which are to be found there, 
is not great enough to draw their 
mind away from the charms of this 
alluring world) Their minds have 
become earthly, their conversation 
earthly, and we have reason to fear 
their treasure is also earthly. Weill 
may we adopt the language of Paul 
and say, ‘* Many walk, of whom I 
have ofien told you, and now tell 
you even weeping, that they are 
the enemies of the cross of Christ, 
whose end is destruction, whose 
God is their belly, who glory in 
their shame, who mind earthly 
things,’ and instead of being bound 
the strait and narrow, self denying 
way that leads to life, we have too 
much reason to fear that some who 
run well for a season, are now 
walking the broad, gratifying way 
that leadsto destruction. Otheir 
end, their dreadful end! what an 
amazing disappointment will such 
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unhappy souls meet with, when they 
shall begin to Knock and say, “ Lord, 
Jord, open unto us, for we have eaten 
and drunk in thy presence,” &c. but 
he will say, depart from me Ye work- 
ers of iniquity. O sorrow indescribae 
ble! O reflections keener and more 
painful than the sword of steel to the 
tender heart! May the kind Lord, 
whois rich in mercy, awaker such 
worldly, formal and lifeless professors 
to a sense of their dengerous situation 
before they are alarmed by the sum- 
mons ef death, or are afirighted by 
their unexpected and unprepared ap- 
pearance before the judgment seat of 
Cheist. 
if any ene should ask you who bro- 
ther Burgin means, you may tell them 
that Imean all such as are enemics 
to the cross ef Christ, who have only 
the forin of godliness, (ner hardly 
that) who love the, world, and worldly 
pleasures more than they love God 
and practical religion; who, instead 
of denying themselves of all ungodhi- 
Re33 and woraly just, are continually 
gratifying themselves in pride, super- 
fluities and vain amusements. I mean 
those who can find leisure time enough 
te attend on all public rathe:ings of a 
worldly nature, but could never be 
prevailed on to spend one day ina 
month ina conference meeting, when 
the cause of Christ and the state of 
the church really required it. Imean 
thasc who are so stupid and indifier- 
ent as to be quite easy about them- 
selves, unconcerned about their breth- 
ren, aid have no anxiety for the con- 
version of sinners, but ina great meas- 
wre, live as they liv e, talk as they talk, 
end a stranger wouid conclude that 
hey both belonged te one kingdom, 
and were both servants to one master. 
1 mean those also who profess to love 
God and his children, but in their 
wurks deny it; who only live in word 
and in tongue, and not in decd and in 
truth ; whose bowels of compassion 
are shut up against the wants of the 
poor and needy, the widow and the 
fatherless, the sick and distressed. I 
mean those, whose minds, intent on 
wealth, are greveling in the earth, and 
think that ail they have and ali they can 
get is for their ewn use and benefit, and 
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therefore it is with creat reluctanee that 
they part with a few beloved cents, when 
the contribuiton bor goes round to obtain 
something for the support of the preach- 
ersofthe gospel Vhere are many who 
love themseives so deaaly that it is 
impossible that :hey should manifest 
any love to others. They have so 
many wants of their ewa, which arise 
from their avarice, pride, and love of 
pleasure, that they hare nothing to 
spxre to relieve the wants of others, 
nor have they time or disposition to 
doit when the means are put into 
their hands for that purpose. IT like- 
wise mean those who will Knowing!y 
and deliberately deny things that are 
true, and call upen a God of truth te 
bear witness to their innocence whilst 
themselves know that they are verily 
guilty; also to assert things for truth, 
which they at the same time know to 
be false. There is also one other 
class, whose conduct, indeed, looks 
dark to me; that is, those who volun- 
tarily promise and engage to do a 
thing, which they really ought and are 
bound to do, and yet pay no more at- 
tention to their word than though they 
had net promised. Although IkKnow | 
this te be a general practice of some, - 
yet I reslly hope it is not of many. 

My dear brother, while I take a 
view of these things, which are not 
imaginary, but lamentable realities, 
how can trefrain from shedding tears? 
how can I help being pained to the 
heart, entheir account? And O! with 
what weight do the words of Peter 
rush into my mind: * For the time ts 
come that judgment must begin at the 
house of God; and if it first begin 
with us, what shall the end be of 
them that obey not the gospe 4 of God? 
And if the righteous scarcely be say- 
ed, where will the ungodly and the 
sinner appear?’ My mind swells with 
grief, and my heart is ready to burst 
with sorrow, while I think on the scrip- 
tural answer to those two questions 
contained in the abovetext. Paul has 
given the answer to the first, when 
writing to his brethren, and speaking 
of some who profess to know God, but 
in works deny him, he says, ‘ many

O their 
end, their dreadfulend! who can bear 
the thowght! what mind car endure 
the painful reflection of being forever 
separated from a God of love, and 
have their portion with hypocrites and 
unbelievers? But while I am think- 
ing ef the answer to the second ques- 
tion, namely, where wi'] the ungedly 
and the sinner appear? how is my 
mind, 10 a moment, hurried beyond 
the utmost limits of time, to the day, 
the all important day, when Christ 
shall appear in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory. Me- 
thinks I see a glittering train of white 
robed saints and angels, who outshine 


the Sun in splendor, attending him 
down the parted skies. Foremost 


comes the strong la: ized archangel 
with his trumpet ; . his voice louder 
‘than seven-fold thunder, peai on peal, 
sounds through all this under region 
to the earth’s remotest bounds.

Dan- 
forth, ihe fema'e preacher, to #l- 
der N, Piper, of Stratham, iN. #f. 
dated Providence, ( RI.) March 
31, 1820. 


“TT returned from the 
side this afternoon, where 1 
thirty three baptized. The glori- 
ous work of God is rapidly spread- 
ingin R. 1. I never sawa cay 
like this ; it is solemn to see the 
grey headed and blooming youth 
bow to Christ. O brother P. it 
would rejoice your heart to see the 
multitudes flocking from every 
direction. I have meetings every 
day, sometimes three ina day, and 
the glory of God is manifested in 
a wonderful manner; to try to 
give a description of it would be 
in vain on paper. When I first 
came here it was a gloomy part of 
the world to me, bet, glory to 
God, it is the most delight some 
part I ever was in; the reforma.- 
tion is in Smithteld, Burrilville, 
Mendon, and in almost all the 
towns around. The cails are nu- 
merous. Elder Plumer left here 
this morning for home, O tliat 
laborers were more plenty in R. I. 
My labor is hard, but Jesus has 
helped me thus far, and I yet feel 
willing to be spent in his service, I 
have sometimes thought that my 
days would be ended _ in this state, 
and if so Amen ; for God haa let 
me see his glory, and I car praise 
lis name. It is such a general 
time of reformation that there is 
not much opposition, bu: | hone

March 14, 1820. 

‘© AS the charriots of gospel 
liberty are passing through the 
land, I hasten to give you an ac- 
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count of the work of God in these 
parts, where I reside. In this 
town the saints seem to be firm 
and striving for life. I have trav- 
elled considerably extensive since [ 
camie to this state, and some inthe 
county of Gennessee, where I have 
seen sinners bow to Christ, and 
saints rejoice and backsliders return 
to their father’s house. My labors 
of late have been in the towns of 
Groveland and Freeport, in the 
county of Ontario. When I went 
there the brethren were very low, 
and under trials of mind, but that 
God that delivered the children of 
Israel, and said to Moses, stretch 
forth the rod, I trust went with me, 
while his power was made manifest. 
The second time I went there, 
there was a crouded assembly, and 
that gospel which proves a savor 
of life unto life, to those that re- 
ceive it, I trust was received in the 
hearts of many. Sinee that time 
the work has taken a universal 
spread, our assemblies have been 
large, while we have witnessed the 
cries of the wounded and the songs 
ef the redeemed 3 and backsliders 
who had wandered from the fold of 
God were constrained to return to 
their father’s house, while they 
have exhorted those around, not to 
follow the examples they have set. 
O may the Lord help those who 
have set out for heaven, to hold 
out tothe end. I have baptized 
a goodly number while the glory 
of God shone around, among whom 
were two youth one about 14 and 
the other 11 years of age. The 
work has not been confined to the 
youth only, but the aged and mide 
die aged, have shared in the glori- 
ous work. There has been about 
sixty converted, and the work ia 
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still spreading. O how sweet is 
the gospel ; may its standard be 
thronged with converts until. all 
nations shall call him blessed. 


N. B. I desire that while I am 
raising the standard of gospel lib- 
erty to thousands in these western 
climes, that my beloved brethren 
in the east may stay up my hands 
by their fervent prayers to the 
God of Israel: May the Lord im. 
press on the minds of some of the 
servants of God in the east to visit 
the west to preach the gospel to 
thousands of poor sinners. The 
harvest is great and laborers are 
few.

Extract of a letter from Elder Peter 

Young, to the Editor, dated An- 

dover N. H. April 5, 1820. 

‘“IT is with pleasure I would 
inform you of the glorious work of 
God in this town. About one 
year ago I felt an impression in my 
mind to preach the gospel in this 
place, and acry in my heart that 
God would revive his work here 
although at that time I had not 
preached in the town and most of 
the people were strangers to me. 
A few weeks afterwards I came 
according to the impression I felt 
and the invitation of a number of 
the people. I did not see any 
thing special at first, yet I felt it 
duty to labor here believing I 
should see souls converted to God, 
and I bless the Lord, I saw, in 
August, some revival among the 
brethren, and the attention of the 
people was great to hear the word. 
In September the brethren met to 
inquire into the state of the church 
which was in a very scattered situ- 
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ation, ard we concluded the only 
thing that could be done was, for 
the brethren to build over anew, 
and unite together as a church of 
God, which they accordingly did 
and agreed to take. the word of 
God for the only rule of faith and 
practice ; and we have been trying 
to revive the old stones out of the 
Leaps of rubisn, and get things in 
orcer as fast as possible. Things 
at first moved slowly, but I bless 
God, soon we saw signs of rain; 
the union increated among the 
saints, and some poor sinners ap- 
peared to be concerned for their 
souls. In October, some wete 
bronght out of bondage into liber. 
ty, in the lower part of the town. 
In November | feit it duty to 
Jabor here more constantly than I 
had done, which I accordingly did 
with brother Asa Morrison, a 
young brother from Sanbornton, 
whose hand has been with us, and 
many have believed and turned to 
the Lord. The good work, from 
the time it commenced, has been 
gradually increasing, and many 
backsliders have returned with 
weeping and supplication to Zion, 
and many of the unconverted have 
seen their undone condition and 
cried to God in their distress, who 
has appeared in mercy for them 
and they can now rejoice in his 
glorious name. ‘There has been 
over one hundred that give an evi- 
dence of passing from death unto 
life, and many more are seeking 
Jesus sorrowing ; the prospect 1s 
yet glorious, and I feel an evidence 
that the work is not yet over.— 


‘The work bas not been confined 


to any one class of people ; some 
of the aged as well as the youth 
have been sharers in the glorious 
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work. A large number of the 
most respectable young men and 
women are the happy eubjects of 
divine grace. ‘The work has been, 
I think, as deep and powerful as I 
ever saw, and we have not had any 
thing that can be called confusion, 
for the brethren and young con- 
verte observe the good rule, all to 
speak one by one, that all may 
hear and all be comforted. O how 
often is my heart refreshed to hear 
the youth arise, and in a most sol- 
emn maoner declare what God has 
done for their souls, and invite 
others to come to Christ, telling 
them that they have found that 
which gives them more joy in one 
day than they ever found in all 
their lives before ; and praised be 
God I alimost daily hear some new 
voices proclaim a Saviour’s praise. 
There has been forty-five baptized 
here within three weeks past, 
and a great number expect to go 
forward soon. Elders Sleeper, 
and O. E. Morrell have been the 
administrators of the ordinance of 
baptism. Elder Sleeper, has been 
‘laboring with success in Grafton, 
and the work gradually increases 
there ; he has not been with us 
but a little but when here has been 
useful. Brother Asa Morrison has 
been much blessed in his labors 
here. On account of the Lord’s 
calling me to labor here, and feel- 
ing that my work lays here at pre- 
sent, I have moved into this town, 
so that any communication to me 
from my friends they are requested 
to direct to Andover N. H. 

I often think of my brethren in 
other places, where I have preach- 
ed the word, and should be glad to 
go and see them, but must labor 
where it appears to be duty. I 
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hope I shall have the prayers of 
my brethren; although, perhaps 
some of them may think I have 
furgotten them, I think I can say 
my love to God and my brethren 
was never greater than now. My 
desire is that the good work may 
spread, till aj] shall know the Lord.

FIFLD. 


IN a communication from G. 
F. Davis, to the Editors of the 
Christian Watchman, be observes 
‘that for a few months past 
God has been appearing in his 
glory to build up Zion in this 
tewn and vicinity. —In this place 
between sixty and seventy have 
been hopefully born again. These 
are princtpally in the morning of 
life, and appear much engaged ia 
praisiny God, and exhorting their 
fellow youth to forsake their sins, 
to flee from the wrath to come, 
and to go with them in the way of 
holines toa world of uninterrupted 
bliss. ‘They all bear witness from 
experience to the truth of Solo- 
mon’s observations respecting wis- 
dom: Her ways are ways of 
pleasantness, and all her paths are 
peace. 

Many more are anxiously inquir- 
ing, What must we do? O may 
what we have already witnessed be 
but- as the dawn of a long and 
pleasant day, the preluding drops 
of a copious and wide spreading 
shower, or the first ripe fruit of a 
rich and extensive harvest, 

Few of the subjects of this work 
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have as yet united with either of 
the churches in thistown. And 
as 1 shall probably give to the 
public at some future period a de. 
tailed account of the commence. 
ment, progress, and extent of the 
reformation, I will say no more re. 
specting it now. One principal 
object which I have in writin 
this sketch, is to request all chris. 
tians, into whose hands it may fall, 
to pray for the continuance and in- 
crease of this glorious work. 

In Malden, about one hurdred, 
it is thought, have within six weeks 
passed from death unto life. This 
work has been principally among 
the Methodists, in the north part 
of the town, about three miles from 
this place. 


In Saugus also a goodly number 
have recently beea delivered from 
the power of darkness, and trans- 
lated into the kingdom of God’s 
dear Son. 


In Stoneham, a revival has just 
commenced. Very many are under 
deep impressione of a serious na- 
ture, and four or five have already 
been Jed to rejoice in the Almighty 
friend of sinners. 


In Lynnfield a reformation has 
commenced. About twelve or fif- 
teen have, as it is charitably hoped, 
been brought from darkness into 
marvellous light. 

Bless the Lord, Q my sou!, and 
forget mot ali his benefits.

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ANOTHER REVIVAL OF RE- 
LIGION AT SEA. ° 


Extract of a letter-from the Mission- 
aries, destined to Ceylon, written on 
board the brig Indus, Bay of Ben- 
gal, Oct. 12, 1819. 


_“ THE Lord has been with us 
by the special influences of Fis 
Spirit. The particulars you will 
have in our public Journal, to be 
forwarded from Calcutta, but we 
judge it proper to give you a gene- 
ral view of the work, by the first 
conveyance which may offer. 


“We found the seamen at first 
like the greater part of this forlorn, 
or we would rather say neglected 
hope of Society, ‘* without God in 
the world.’”? Of some it might be 
said, ‘* they had not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost.’”?> One of them did not 
know how Christ died ; and more 
than one did not understand the 
design of the Lord’s Supper.— 
Still they appeared more regular in 
their habite than seamen generally 
are ; and being onder the restraint 
of a pious Captain, they used very 
little profane language in our hear- 
ing. As they were destitute ef 
Bibles, we distributed some among 
them from our Mission stock.— 
Tracts were likewise put into their 
hands ; and we soon had the plea- 
sure of seeing them sometimes 
reading alone, and sometimes gath- 
ered in little circles reading to one 
another. We met them generally, 
two or three evenings in the week 
for prayer and religidus instruction. 
But neither these meetings, private 
conversation, nor preaching on the 
Sabbath, seemed to make any last- 
jtig impression. Two or three ap- 
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peared serious for a little while, 
and then returned to their former 
stupidity. ‘This was the case un. 
til the last of August. 

‘‘One of the seamen fell over. 
board, and was providentially sav- 
ed. Occasion was taken from this 
circumstance to address them on 
the importance of being always 
prepared for death. One who had 
been the leader in opposition was 
@istressed under a sense of sin, and 
two or three others were serious — 
Still there appeared nothing equal 
to our hopes, until the begioning 
cf the week before last. Then a 
general solemnity began to settle 
on the countenance of almost every 
one on board. There was a kind 
of sacred stillness, like that some- 
times observed before a storm, 
when nature seems to make a 
pause. The event we did not 
dare to imagine. We talked and 
felt as though a revival was come 
menced, and the only question was, 
** How can it be forwarded ?’ We 
were driven to the throne of grace, 
and set apart an hour each morning 
for social and united prayer. 

‘Our usual meeting with the 
eeamen on Wednesday evening, 
was very interesting. All were 
present. With the belief that a 
work of grace was commenced, we 
exhorted them—-‘* Quench not the 
Spirit.”’-~-Thursday was a solemn 
day. Capt. Wills was mucly ani. 
mated.—-Ie said, “It scems like 
anew conversion.’’ In the after. 
noon we met for special prayer in 
the cabin; and never, perhap®, 
did any of us feel so sensibly the 
presence of God, 

“ The sabbath was a very pres 
cieus day tous. We had morning 
prayera, and two sermons ontyleck, 
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162 Coristian 
The sermons were intended to dis- 
courage false hopes, but the effect 
was that of deepening the impres. 
sions of all who were beginning to 
hope. At evening we addressed 
the seamen from the words, ** The 
harvest is past, the summer is end- 
ed, and we are not saved.’’ 

Monday was kept as a day of 
thanksgiving to God, for his rich 
mercy, aud a sermon was preached 
from the text, ‘Give God the 
praise, we know that this man isa 
sinner.”” A whole ship’s company, 
with streaming eyes, were collected 
to thank God for a general revival 
of religion at Sea! Sucha specta- 
cle must have rejoiced angels. O, 
how would it have rejoiced our 
Christian friends in America— hew 
would it have animated the feeble 
exertions making to preach Chiat 
unto those who go down to the sea 
in ships. ‘The scene can only be 
conceived—it can never be describ- 
ed. Every heart seemed to be 
touched, and almost every soul re- 
joiced,”’

in this country among all classes, 
particularily among the rich and 
great, in circulating the word. of 
Gad, and their large subscription 
for the education of the rising ge. 
neration. ‘There are about 45,000 
children educated and provided 
with books, by the Hibernian Sa. 
ciety School in Treland this year— 
and what is still more strange, 
there are about 34 priests who are 
ushers to the school, and allow the 
Roman Catholic children to read 
the Bible! Truth is great and 
must prevail,’ Weekly Recorder.

PALESTINE MISSION. 


OUR readers will recollect 
that, owing to the interest which 
the mission to the Promised Land 
excited we promised them such in- 
formation as might be received, &c. 
By the following it will be per- 
ceived that they have arrived at 
Smyrna, where they have entered 
into their labors preparatory to 
making further progress in their 
arduous undertaking. 


Extract of a letter from Messrs. 
Fisk end Parsons, to the Cor. Sec. 
of A. B.C. F. M dated, Smyr- 
na, Asia, Jan. 21, 1820. 


“THE letter which we dated 
at Malta containing a concise ac- 
count of our voyage to that place, 
was, we hope, received in due sea- 
son. Qn the 9th inst. we set sail 
for Smyrna, having been previous- 
ly furnished with a letter of intro- 
duction to Mr. Williamson, and to 
the Brittish Consul at Alenpo.— 
Although we were deprived of the 
privilege which we most earnestly 
desired—a particular acquaintance 
with our missionary brethren ; yet 
the information we received, amply 


compensated us for our visit at 
Valetta. 

Besides frequent communica. 
tions from the missionaries, we 
were favored with repeated oppor. 
tunities for conversation with the 
American Consul at Tripoli, (Af- 
rica,) who arrived at Malta, a few 
days since, and is bound to the 
United States. He has resided at 
Tripoli seven years, and by fre- 
quent excursions into the neigh- 
boring country, has obtained very 
extensive information with regard 
to the religious and civil state of 
society. The account be gave us 
of the Barbary states, and espe- 
cially of the northern parts of 
Egypt, was very encouraging to 
the friends of missions. We could 
not but indulge the hope, as the 
American character is much re- 
spected, and plans of benevolence 
encouraged, that the way is pre- 
paring for the diffusion of the 
blessings of salvation. The Con- 
sul, Mr. Jones, had the goodness 
to procure for us a letter of intro- 
dustion to a Greek gentleman in 
this city, and to another at Scie. 
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On the sixth day, after leaving 
Malta, we came safely to anchor in 
this harbor. Our voyage was re- 
markably rapid, and in every re- 
spect pleasant. Passing up the 
Archipelago, we saw, more or less 
distinctly, many of the Grecian 
Islands, as Cerigo, Crete, Zea, 
Andros, Scio, and Mytylene.— 
Some of the Islands were richly 
cultivated. The scenery was de. 
lightful, interspersed with gardens, 
groves of orange trees, plantations 
and beautiful villages. Friday, 
Jan. 14th, at one o’clock, beheld 
the continent of Asia, and on Sat- 
urday, at two o’clock, terminated 
our voyage tothe city of Smyrna. 
Surely goodness and mercy have 
followed us all the way. Our 
friends will unite with us in thanks- 
giving and praise to our gracious 
Preserver, and for the encourage- 
ment we have to proceed in the 
heavenly design of imparting the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ our 
Lord to those who are perishiog in 
ignorance and sin. 

As it was late in the day when 
we came to an ancnor, we deferred 
our visit to the city until the be- 
ginning of the week. Spent the 
Sabbath on beard the ship, and 
performed the usual exercises of 
public worehip. The seamen iis- 
tened with great seriousness to an 
address, occasioned by the sudden 
death of one of their companions. 

On Monday the 17th we visited 
Smyrna; were introduced to Mr. 
Lee, and received with every ex- 
.pression of cordiality and friend- 
ship. He opened his library, 
which contains a choice and very 
elegant selection of books, and ob- 
served, ‘' these are for your use at 
any time when you wisb for them. 

O2 
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Any assistance, which I can give 
you by credit, influence, or books, 
will be bestowed with the greatest 
pleasure.” 

The same day we were introduc- 
ed to Mr. Williamson the British 
chaplain, who enters into the de- 
sign of our mission with great in- 
terest. We notice this circum. 
stance a& a very encouraging event. 
Other families have not been less 
disposed to render our situation as 
pleasant and profitable as posstbie, 
Dined to-day with Mr. Werry, the 
British Consul, who assured us of 
his assistance, while we remained 
at Smyrna, of letters to respectable 
gentlemen in Palestine, and in 
other countries, if we have occa- 
sion for them. Mr. Werry has 
been consul in this city for twenty- 
four years, and his observations 
upon theclimate, the customs, and 
the government, are peculiarly in- 
teresting, and of great consequence 
to us in the prosecution of our re- 
searches in Agia. 

Thus far the Lord hath pros- 
pered us. A ray of light already 
dawns upon our path. Everlasting 
praise te our Lord and Redeemer 
for his repeated smiles upon our 
feeble efforts. May we be enabled 
to meet every affliction with 
Christian boldness, and with un- 
shaken reliance upon the ** great 
and precious promises.” 

We design to take a retired 
room, and to prosecute cur studies 
without interruption. Inthe mean 
time, we may converse with a few, 
whose spiritual state we may hope 
to be instrumental in improving, 
and may distribute Bibles and reli- 
gious tracts in the different lan- 
gueapes of the east. 

Yith gratitude for the special 
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favors which we have received from 
the Prudential committee, and 
with an earnest request for a re- 
membrance in their prayers, we 
eubscribe ourselves, your brethren 
in the Lord.

Baptism ofa learned Jew 
at Berlin, and his subse- 
quent arrival in England. 


AMONG the many Jewish stu- 
dents at the university of Berlin 
with whom Mr. Way conversed 
during his stay in that city, was 
one of the name of Reich, who had 
distinguished himself there by his 
literary attainments. Finding him 
one day studying with deep atten- 
tion Bishop Horseley’s edition of 
Sir Isaac Newton’s works, and 
perceiving that he had a mind 
eagerly engaged in the search of 
truth, Mr. Way reminded him, 
that both the editor and the author 
of the work before him were firm 
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believers in the teuth of Christiani. 
ty, and putting a Hebrew Testa. 
ment into his hands, told him, he 
would never discover what he 
sought for, until with prayerful 
and impartial attention he looked 
for it in that book. 


The remark sunk deep into his 
mind ; and after Mr. Way’s de. 
parture he seriously perused the 
Hebrew New Testament. Being 
conviaced under the divine bless. 
ing, of the truth of its contents, he 
some months afterwards, made 
known the change that had taken 
place in his mind, on this momen. 
tous subject, to some of the friends 
of the cause at Berlin.. He became 
gradua'ly more and more establish. 
ed in the truth, until at length he 
resolved to give up his professional 
pursuit, which was that of physic, 
and to devote himse:f to the minis- 
try, as a missionary to his brethren. 
We have the satisfaction of ad- 
ding that he has since arrived in 
this country, [ England, ] in order 
to pursue his studies under the au- 
spices of the society.

MARY JANE BADGER. 


Mrs. Mary Jane Bapcer, 
was born in Farmington, N. H. 
February 26, 1798, of respectable 
parentage. She was the third 
daughter of the late Col. Anthony 
Peavy of that town. At the age 
of thirteen, she made a profession 
of religion, among a people known 


- by the name of Christians. Her 


pious walk, and modest deportment 
while but a youth, entitled her to 
the highest esteera of all who knew 
ber. At the age of eighteen, she 
became united in marriage with 


\ Elder Joseph Badger ; by which 


she became separated from her 
dearest parents, never to see them 
again on earth. Elder B. felt it 
his duty to journey to the west, to 
publish salvation to the inhabitants 
of the new settlements, in the wes- 
tern section of the State of New- 
York. Thither she accompanied 
him, by which she exchanged her 
tender pareuts, brothers ard sisters, 
for strangers. Her paternal roof, 
and place of nativity, for a habita- 
tion in a distant and strange land. 
Elder B. first moved ,to Pittsfield, 
in Onotario county Ne Y. and on 
the following year to Mendon, in 
the same county, where Mrs, ‘B. 
finished her earthly course, 


Her constitution was naturally 
delicate ; although for two years 
while slie resided in this western 
country, she enjoyed a comfortable 
state of health. In the spring of 
1819, a wasting debility was first 
visible in her countenance ; and in 
July following a council of physi- 
ciang, called on the occasion, pro- 
nounced it a settled consumption. 
At times she enjoyed partial revi- 
vals to health, but. the fatal cause 
yet remaining unremoved, continu- 
ed to prey on her strength till it 
finally terminated io her death. 

For several months in the first 
part of her sickness, a desponding 
gloom covered her mind. At 
times she would confess she had 
lived far beneath her priveleges, 
and would feel her soul drawn out 
in prayer fer holiness, and victory 
ever sin. In the latter part of 
December, when the physicians 
had given over all hopes of recove- 
ry her faith began to increase.— 
She conversed freely with her hus- 
band upon death, and gave him 
some directions concerning ber 
two little children. Previous to 
this time sh’ manifested great anx- 
iety concerning her children, but 
from thie moment she appeared 
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willing to give them up, and seem- 
ed to lose that fearful concern for 
them, with which she had hitherto 
been exercised. But God had 
otherwise declared for the youngest 
child. In the latter part of Jan- 
uary it was taken sick, and in a 
few day, was snatched from her 
embraces by cruel death. She 
wept at the afflicting scene, but 
bore up under it with much forti- 
tude and resignation. 

The writer of this visited her a 
number of times during her illness, 
and found her generally composed 
in mind, and resigned to the will of 
God. Once she observed, that 
she believed death would end all 
her sorrows. At another time 
she said, she considered her afflic- 
tions not the fruits of divine wrath, 
but mercies in disguise. One 
evening, a few weeks before her 
death, a number of christian friends 
were present—one of them prayed, 
during the time of prayer, she ap- 
peared unusually exercised, though 
extravagance in exercise, was not 
common to her. At the close her 
husband asked her if she felt well ; 
she answered, ‘* yes; while bro- 
ther S...... was at prayer I felt 
willing to die,’’ and added, ** 1 re- 
joice there is such a scene as death 
for mortals to pass through, which 
is the gate of endless joy.’ 

She had a number of hymns, 
which she frequently desired to 
have read and sung. One of them 
commences thus ; 

“ My God the spring of all my joys, 

The life of my delights; 

The glory of my brightest days, 

And comfort of my nights. 
in darkest shades if thou appear, 

My dawning is begun ; 

Thou art my soul’s bright morning 


star, 
And thou my rising sun.” 





Another which she said: expres- 
sed her feelings, contains the fol. 
lowing two beautiful stanzas : 

“© Jesus my Saviour,tothce I submit, 

With love and thanksgiving, fall down 
at thy feet 

In sacrifice offer my soul, flesh and 
blood ; 

Thou art my Redeerer, who brought 
me to God. 

I love thee, 1 love thee I love thee, my 
Love, 

I love thee my Saviour, I love thee, 
my Dove; 

I love thee, I love thee, and that thou 
dost know ; 

But how much I love thee, I never 
can show.” 

For three weeks previous to her 
death, she could only converse by 
a faint whisper; yet, in this feeble 
language, she would often delight 
to tell the inward joy she felt at 
heart. Nearly the last words she 
ever spake, she called her husband 
to her bedside, and said, ‘* you have 
thought I should be revived from 
my low state, have the privilege 
of speech, and enjoy my senses in 
my last moments, but I now think 
this will not be the case.” He 
asked her if she thought her end 
was nigh, she said, ‘* the hour of 
my departure is at hand.” He 
then asked her how she felt in 
mind, she said, ‘I feel composed 
—I can put my frust in God.” — 
Her power of speech entirely left 
her for 24 hours previous to her 
death. On the morning of April 
4th, 1820, she calmly fell asleep in 
Christ, without a struggle. 

“ Happy soul, thy griefs are ended, 

All thy mourning days below ; 

Go, by angel guards attended, 


To the b of Jesus, go. 

On the Tag latlowing: her death, 
her funeral was attended by a large 
and solemn concourse. . Elder 


David Millard, delivered an appra- 
priate, and solemn discourse, On 
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the occasion, from Phil. i. 21. “To 
die is gain ;’’. After which, her re- 
mains were conveyed to a grave 
yard, and decently interred. 

In Mrs.. B. her husband has sus- 
tained a loss which he can never 
regain. She was an amiable and 
affectionate consort, and a help 
meet indeed. She never said to 
her husband stay, when he felt it 
his duty. to go. and preach, nor 
complained at his lengih of absence 
on his retura. . She was a striking 
example of female neatness and in- 
dustry ;. very exemplary io her 
dress and manners, and particular- 
ly chaste, and reserved in her con. 
versation. Though ehe is now vo 
more, yet hér will 
long in the hearts of the virtuong, 


This may probably be read by 
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her mother, brothers and sisters ip 
N. H. Their Mary, who was dear 
to them, they will see no more on 
earth ! Her limbs are active, her 
eyes are closed, and jher voice ig 
mute in death., Her body now 
slumbers in the cold grave, ia the 
western part of New-York. Oh! 
that while they remember her vir. 
tues, they may strive to follow her 
as she foilowed Christ, and at last 


meet her in a world of unsullied 
bliss.
